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Flash Flooding and Winter Weather Advisory All in Same Week

Unusual weather during 
the first weeks of the New 
Year has definitely been 
defiant in the past week. A 
county where rainfall has 
been sparse and in small 
amounts for the last 
months, received an aver¬ 
age of 6.3 inches of rain for 
the first half of January. 
This is around 4.75 inches 
more than average. 

The weather system 
stretched across the Mis¬ 
sissippi River Valley and 
increased the river levels at 
Thebes, Missouri gage by 
almost five feet between 
Saturday and Sunday. 

“It’s really good to get 
this much rain because the 
rivers needed it, the ground 
needed it and the area re¬ 
ally needed this,” said 
Beau Dodson, meteorolo¬ 
gist with the McCracken 
County Office of Emer¬ 
gency Management. 
“This doesn’t solve the 
drought, though, because 
we’ll need multiple rains to 


make up the difference 
from what happened last 
year. We’re not out of the 
woods yet.” But the 
weather did as much dam¬ 
age to the local area as 
good. 

Roads in Carlisle County 
were flooded and closed 
down, which included KY 
80, which closed at the 2.5 
mile point, between Ar¬ 
lington and Columbus, in 
what is commonly called 
Arlington West End Area, 
as well as the West Fork 
Creek Bottom area be¬ 
tween Cunningham and 
Bardwell, where it was re¬ 
ported by the road depart¬ 
ment that water was more 
than eight inches deep on 
the payment with extended 
area of strong current at the 
four mile marker. It was 
also stated the floodwaters 
at the sites were rising 
about two inches an hour. 
All motorists were asked to 
detour for westbound traf¬ 
fic via KY 408, KY 1371, 
KY 1935 and KY 1372, 
and eastbound via KY 


1181 and KY 1935. 

As flood waters decrease, 
the temperature has in¬ 
creased and the snow and 
ice have hit the area. Tues¬ 
day night from the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of 
Transportation, the 1st dis¬ 
trict temperatures were 30 
degrees, making the road 
temperature 30 degrees as 
well, below freezing, with 
Crittenden, Ballard, Mc¬ 
Cracken 

Lyon, Trigg, Carlisle, 
Graves, Livingston, Mar¬ 
shall, Hickman, Calloway, 
Fulton counties all out 
treating the road ways to 
better keep the snow and 
ice from sticking. 

The Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Transportation has 
sent out the list of tips for 
all drivers as the weather 
conditions change. 

1. Decrease your 
speed and leave yourself 
plenty of room to stop. You 
should allow at least three 
times more space than 
usual between you and the 
car in front of you. 2.

The January 15th Carlisle 
County Fiscal Court meet¬ 
ing kicked off with a wel¬ 
come from Judge Executive 
Greg Terry, as well as a wel¬ 
come from Representative 
Steven Rudy. Esquire 
Mathis, Esquire Pearson, 
and Esquire Presson, 
Carissa Viniard, Emergency 
Management Director, 
Carlisle County Sheriff 
Steve Perry, Carlisle County 
Coroner Steve Freeman, 
Carlisle County Clerk 
Michael Toon, Josh Glover 
Carlisle County 911 and 
Dispatch, Donna Laird, 911 
and Dispatch, Susan Bailey, 
Carlisle County Treasurer, 
Wayne Floyd Carlisle 
County Ambulance Service 
guest Joe Ben Hogancamp 
were all in attendance at the 
meeting. Representative 
Steven Rudy was on his 
way through to Hickman 
County and stopped in to 
see how everything was 
going in Carlisle. 

The meeting minutes were 
approved from last meeting, 
which was held on January 
8th, 2013. The ambulance 
report was given by Wayne 
Floyd, to announce that the 
prepared training class for 
current members of the 
emergency management 
team has been pushed back 
to May, so that all who 
would like will be able to at¬ 
tend. He also reported that 
Shannon Johnson's para¬ 
medic class is going well 
and will be continuing to be 
supported by the county. 


Steve Freeman, Carlisle 
County Coroner, was in at¬ 
tendance and in the Coro¬ 
ner's report asked for a few 
modifications to his office 
to make it more appropriate 
for the usage. He also re¬ 
ported that he had checked 
out the ambulance which 
was supplied to him by the 
county to make any autopsy 
runs that would need to be. 
He said it seems to meet all 
the standards; however he 
has not had to use it, consid¬ 
ering he has not had a death 
which required an autopsy. 
He will be attending Ken¬ 
tucky Coroner Association 
Training on April 17th 
through the 19th. 

Carissa Viniard reported 
that all is well in the Emer¬ 
gency Management report. 
In the Sheriff’s report, it was 
motioned and seconded to 
approve the December 
monthly report, the quar¬ 
terly report, amended 
budget, and the year-end re¬ 
port. 

Josh Glover, spoke of the 
recent week he has spent in 
Frankfort proposing a bill to 
the Legislature. Glover, also 
spoke of another clean up 
time for the county. It is 
looking to be proposed in 
April, where Cunningham, 
Bardwell, Arlington, and 
Milburn will all have a 
cleanup dumpster for those 
who wish to use it. There 
will be more information 
presented as the time draws 
closer on this project. It was 
also motioned and seconded 
by the council to approve a 
pay raise for Sondra 


Mitchell. 

In the new business, the 
treasurer’s monthly and 
quarterly reports were mo¬ 
tioned for approval and sec¬ 
onded. The following 
transfers were made from 
cash on January 8, 2013, 
from General to LGEA 
$250.00, from General to 
DES $1500.00, and from 
General to 911 $8000.00. 
On January 10, 2013, from 
the general to 911 the 
amount of $6000.00. 

Before the meeting was ad¬ 
journed, Steven Rudy spoke 
of the happenings that will 
be taking place in Frankfort. 
He talked about the pension 
tax on county and state em¬ 
ployees, a possible redis¬ 
tricting, school resource 
officers, as well as other 
prominent gun control and 
safety measures that will be 
addressed while Congress is 
in session. 

The meeting was ad¬ 
journed by Carlisle County 
Judge Executive Greg Terry.

A new year always brings 
new beginnings to individu¬ 
als, groups, and organiza¬ 
tions. This year, a new year 
is bringing new changes to 
milestones in Carlisle 
County. 

I met with Carlisle County 
Judge Executive Greg Terry 
on the changes that will be 
coming to Carlisle and what 
the county can expect to see 
start or finish in 2013. 

There will be an added field 
to the Carlisle County Park, 
possible renovations to the 
current buildings at the park. 
Carlisle County Park, also 
known as the fairgrounds, is 
a place for all members of the 
county are able to go and 
enjoy a day out. Currently, 
there is a big baseball field, a 
softball field, a basketball 
court, and a soccer field. The 
various county leagues, 
church leagues, and even a 
few of Carlisle County 
School games are played on 
these fields. 

Part of the park, the new 
trail system is being re¬ 
vamped to allow individuals 
a place to ride a bike, walk, 
run, or just get out and do 
something. The county will 


If your rear wheels skid... 

1. Take your foot off 
the accelerator. 2. Steer in 
the direction you want the 
front wheels to go. If your 
rear wheels are sliding left, 
steer left. If they're sliding 
right, steer right. 3. If your 
rear wheels start sliding the 
other way as you recover, 
ease the steering wheel to¬ 
ward that side. You might 
have to steer left and right 
a few times to get your ve¬ 
hicle completely under 
control. 4. If you have 
standard brakes, pump 
them gently. 5. If you have 
anti-lock brakes (ABS), do 
not pump the brakes.

If your front wheels skid... 
1. Take your foot off 
the gas and shift to neutral, 
but don't try to steer imme¬ 
diately. 2. As the wheels 
skid sideways, they will 
slow the vehicle and trac¬ 
tion will return. As it does, 
steer in the direction you 


continue to improve on the 
trail system to better benefit 
the county residents. 

As with any government 
agency, the funding is always 
an issue. Judge Terry stated, 
“We are going to do all that 
we can do to gather more 
funding for our Sheriff’s de¬ 
partment and our 911 facility. 
These are what help us the 
most.” Part of the fund gath¬ 
ering that Judge Terry is 
speaking of is the ability the 
county has to receive grants 
for various programs, to im¬ 
prove equipment for training 
and usage. Also, with the 
loss of money, Judge Terry is 
concerned that there is not a 
resource officer at Carlisle as 
there has been in the past. 
The past resource officer was 
paid via a grant from the state 
for the four river counties, 
and now that the grant is no 
longer there, it is up to the 
county and the school to de¬ 
cide how to improve on this 
matter. The county employ¬ 
ees were offered health insur¬ 
ance for the first time last 
year. Everything seemed to 
be moving smoothly into the 
second year, as Terry thought. 

Another issue that Judge 
Terry spoke about was the 
blacktopping of county roads. 


want to go. Then put the 
transmission in "drive" or 
release the clutch, and ac¬ 
celerate gently. 

If you get stuck... 

1. Do not spin your 
wheels. This will only dig 
you in deeper. 2. Turn your 
wheels from side to side a 
few times to push snow out 
of the way. 3. Use a light 
touch on the gas, to ease 
your car out. 4.Use a 
shovel to clear snow away 
from the wheels and the 
underside of the car. 5. 
Pour sand, kitty litter, 
gravel or salt in the path of 
the wheels, to help get trac¬ 
tion. 6. Try rocking the ve¬ 
hicle. (Check your owner's 
manual first — it can dam¬ 
age the transmission on 
some vehicles.) Shift from 
forward to reverse, and 
back again. Each time 
you're in gear, give a light 
touch on the gas until the 
vehicle gets going. 


There are 180 miles of county 
roads, none of which are 
gravel, and all have been at 
least sealed. But with the ris¬ 
ing price of asphalt and fuel, 
it is an extreme price change 
to blacktop only one mile of 
roadway. In the past it was 
only costing around $20,000 
to $25,000, whereas now it is 
costing $80,000 to $90,000 
for one mile of black top, 
only at two inches thick. 
Terry spoke of this as some¬ 
thing the county will be doing 
the best they can on. 

A plus for the county has 
been the addition of Ken¬ 
tucky Care. Kentucky Care 
is a walk in clinic that anyone 
is able to go to, with or with¬ 
out an appointment. The lo¬ 
cation in Carlisle is one of the 
few on this side of the state. 

The county is also talking 
of a new building to be built, 
where the 4-H, ambulance, 
formal meetings, or confer¬ 
ences to be held. The county 
has outgrown the conference 
rooms that are present now. 
The building will look to be 
able to house one hundred or 
possibly more in the main 
conference room. 

As the year progresses, 
Carlisle County can expect to 
see some major changes. 


“Water over road” signs 
such as these to the right 
have become a common 
sight in the county 
throughout the weekend, 
and with the impending 
weather, may continue to 
be a sight we see quite 
often. Motorists be smart 
and use caution when 
these signs are posted.

COURT OF APPEALS BRINGS SCHOOL CASE ORAL ARGUMENT ACROSS STATE 
FROM GREENUP COUNTY TO CARLISLE COUNTY 


The new Carlisle County 
Courthouse hosted a first in the 
memories of Carlisle Coun- 
tians: a Court of Appeals oral 
argument taking place in Bard- 
well, the county seat. On hand 
for the historic event were 
Carlisle County High School 
Mock Trial students with their 
sponsors Miranda Wilson and 
Brenda Mahan. 

The three judge panel of 
Judge Irv Maze, Donna Dixon 
and Shea Nickell heard two at¬ 
torneys argue Claxon v. Board 
of Education of Greenup 
County, a civil case involving 
the question of whether a 
Greenup County school admin¬ 
istrator was wrongfully de¬ 
moted to a classroom teacher’s 
job by the Greenup County 
Board of Education. 

The judges took lively inter¬ 
est in the details of how often 
the Plaintiff missed work - and 
what job he was in when he 
missed. Was he absent from his 
job as a school principal or 
from his job as director of dis¬ 
trict programs? And was there 
a substantive difference, the 
judges wondered. 

Attorney for Claxton JoEllen 
McComb of Lexington filed an 
appeal from the Board’s deci¬ 
sion and a review by the 
Greenup Circuit Court that up¬ 
held the Board’s decision. At¬ 
torney McComb told the Court 
that the Greenup Circuit Court 


“got it wrong’ when the Judge 
determined that her client had 
missed 38 days of work. Mc¬ 
Comb contended the record 
was based only upon testimony 
of her client and his admissions 
didn’t add up to thirty eight. 
She argued that the Board did¬ 
n’t give Claxton sufficient no¬ 
tice of why he was moving 
from his central office job to a 
classroom position. 

Attorney for Greenup County 
School Board, James W. Lyon, 
Jr., argued that it didn’t matter 
whether Claxton missed work 
as a principal or as an adminis¬ 
trator. He contended that what¬ 
ever the job - janitor to 
principal to central office ad¬ 
ministrator- showing up for 
work is a necessity. 

Judge Donna Dixon told Lyon 
that “none of us will argue that 
point” - but she expressed con¬ 
cerns about whether Claxton’s 
absences came before or after 
an improvement plan was im¬ 
plemented. 

During oral arguments, the 
question came up whether the 
Plaintiff was placed in central 
office not as a promotion but as 
a step to moving him to the 
classroom. Lyon admitted that 
was a possibility. McComb ex¬ 
pressed her client’s initial be¬ 
lief that he would be in central 
office until he retired. Judge 
Nickell asked if the Plaintiff 
was “warehoused” by being 


moved from a school to central 
office. Lyon declined to agree 
with that characterization. 

As with most oral arguments, 
the Judges didn’t tip their 
hands which way they would 
rule. The parties will have to 
wait for the Court to issue a 
written decision to find out. 

When the Court adjourned, 
the Judges shed their robes and 
spent time talking to the stu¬ 
dents about the judicial 
process. The attorneys shared 
their perspectives on legal 
practice. 

Attorney Lyon said he likes 
oral arguments because he 
loves being a lawyer and argu¬ 
ing cases. Attorney McComb 
said that while the judicial sys¬ 
tem is more aware of security 
than when she began practice, 
it is still open to the public. 
That’s not something all coun¬ 
tries can say. 

Carlisle District Judge Keith 
Myers told students that he and 
Court of Appeals Judge Donna 


Dixon were students at Ballard 
County High School - but not 
at the same time. He was care¬ 
ful not to say which of them is 
older. 

“Your hair’s greyer than 
mine” Dixon joked. 

In response to a question on 
how long it would take the 
Court to make a decision in the 
case, the Judges said it de¬ 
pended on whether they all 
agreed on the outcome. It does 
happen that one judge’s dissent 
becomes the majority opinion 
when the argument persuades 
at least one other judge to come 
around to their way of thinking. 

Whatever the decision, stu¬ 
dents were reminded that the 
outcome has real consequences 
for the parties to the case.

Extension Agent for Agricul¬ 
ture and Natural Resources 
Wheat acreage across west¬ 
ern Kentucky continues to 
grow. In the eight county pur¬ 
chase area, there were ap¬ 
proximately 135,000 acres of 
wheat harvested in 2012. 
That’s an 80 percent increase 
in acreage since 2007. Graves 
County is the leading pro¬ 
ducer with 32,000 acres har¬ 
vested, followed by Calloway 
at 24,000 then Hickman with 
18,600 acres. Carlisle and 
Fulton Counties each have a 
little more than 10,000 acres. 
Wheat acreage is expected to 
be even higher this year be¬ 
cause the price at the elevator 
continues to be strong. A few 
months ago, new crop wheat 
was well above $8 a bushel, 
although now it’s dropped 
back to $7.75 per bushel, but 
that’s still very good. 

The resurgence in wheat 
acreage in western Kentucky, 
in my opinion, is a good 
thing. Wheat offers several 
advantages to growers like 
erosion prevention, income at 
a different time of year, in¬ 


creased organic matter poten¬ 
tial and it doesn’t require a lot 
of fertilizer inputs. A moder¬ 
ate level of phosphate and 
potash will produce a nice 
wheat crop if all of its other 
needs are met. Nitrogen is by 
far the most important nutri¬ 
ent for high yielding wheat 
and it will soon be time to 
consider how much and when 
to apply. 

The wheat crop in western 
KY looks pretty good right 
now. Wheat seed planted in 
fields after com harvest took 
advantage of unused nitrogen 
and jumped out of the ground 
when the moisture came. 
Tillers, or suckers that form at 
the base of a young plant, 
grew quickly and abundantly 
last fall in most fields. Fields 
planted in early October may 
have grown a little too much 
while those planted later ap¬ 
pear to be in excellent shape. 

Producers that normally split 
their nitrogen (N) applica¬ 
tions may want to reconsider 
this year. The first split is typ¬ 
ically applied in mid-Febru¬ 
ary to encourage more tillers 
to form and helps maintain 


the tillers that are already 
there. This year, every field 
I’ve observed has adequate 
tiller formation because of the 
warm temperatures we expe¬ 
rienced well into December. 
Additional nitrogen applied 
early would potentially en¬ 
courage wheat plants to break 
dormancy earlier, given fa¬ 
vorable temperatures, and 
produce more upward growth 
subsequently increasing the 
potential for winter injury. 

Although there’s still a lot 
time before wheat harvest in 
early June, the potential for 
another good crop is defi¬ 
nitely there. With good man¬ 
agement and favorable 
weather, producers could 
benefit from an increase in 
wheat acres planted in west¬ 
ern Kentucky again in 2013.

2013 Kicks Off New School Board Meeting 


The Carlisle County Board 
of Education regular 
monthly meeting was held 
at the Carlisle County High 
School Library at 6:00pm 
on January 10, 2013. 

Chairman Brian Grogan 
called the meeting to order 
at 6:00pm. Re-elected 
members to the board, 
Brian Grogan and Kevin 
O’Neill, were sworn in and 
took the oath of office. Of¬ 
ficers were elected for 2013 
with Brian Grogan selected 
as chairman; Kevin O’Neill 
as vice-chair; and Rachel 
Bowles as secretary/trea¬ 
surer. Brian Wilson, with 
the firm of Neely, Brien, 
and Wilson of Mayfield, 
KY, was selected to con¬ 
tinue serving as the school 
board attorney. 

Ms. Suzie Courtney and 
Ms. Beth Skiles were rec¬ 
ognized for meeting all re¬ 
quirements for completing 
their National Board Certi¬ 
fication. Both ladies were 
congratulated by the super¬ 
intendent and board mem¬ 
bers for this 

accomplishment. They 
both spoke briefly dis¬ 
cussing the course work 
completed and the profes¬ 
sional gain they made as 
teachers having gone 
through the process. 
DPP/Transportation Direc¬ 
tor Dustin Roberts pre¬ 
sented the board with facts 
and calculations related to 
student enrollment, truancy, 
and attendance. Mr. 
Roberts placed emphasis on 
the compulsory attendance 
law and the importance of 
students being in school 
every day possible in order 
to receive instruction and 
academically achieve at the 
highest level. Truancy is a 
concern at both the high 
school and elementary 
school at this time and 
Roberts will be filing com¬ 
plaints with the court sys¬ 
tem in the future on 
students and/or parents that 
are unwilling to comply 
with the compulsory atten¬ 
dance laws. A student is 
truant when he/she has had 
three unexcused absences to 
school. Excused absences 
do not factor into truancy. 
Roberts shared with the 
board his willingness to 
delay charges until students 
and parents have had ample 
time to submit excused ab¬ 
sences that were originally 
marked unexcused. 

Carlisle County Elementary 
Report 

CCES Unbridled Learning 
activities are centered on 
math and ELAunit revision 
and refinement along with 
formative assessment. Ash¬ 


ley Oliver instructed teach¬ 
ers on how to implement 
math formative assessment 
lessons (MFALs) in No¬ 
vember. Then, at our last 
learning club meeting 
teachers from each grade 
level shared their experi¬ 
ences implementing 

MFAL’s. Later this month 
Johnna Martin will present 
how to implement Literacy 
Design Curriculum (LDC) 
in ELA. Teachers will then 
begin implementing LDC’s 
in their classrooms and will 
share their experiences dur¬ 
ing February’s learning club 
meetings. 

In addition, Ashley Oliver, 
Brittany Perez, and Court¬ 
ney Atkins attended a re¬ 
gional math meeting in 
which successful schools 
presented their math pro¬ 
grams. Although the 
schools may have used dif¬ 
ferent math series, the com¬ 
mon threads were that they 
all developmentally 

grouped for math and fol¬ 
lowed a structured math se¬ 
ries. Therefore, beginning 
this semester, we are devel¬ 
opmentally grouping for 
math in grades 3-5 like we 
currently do in Kinder¬ 
garten. We are also investi¬ 
gating the possibility of 
adopting one of the recom¬ 
mended math series or pro¬ 
grams. 

CCES faculty members 
are in the process of imple¬ 
menting a newly mandated 
Program Review of our pri¬ 
mary program in addition to 
the other 3 program reviews 
required by SB1. 

The district completed a 
Learning Walk in Novem¬ 
ber focused on student en¬ 
gagement. The results were 
presented to the faculty at a 
Learning Club meeting on 
January 10, 2013.

School Report 

CCMS finished up last se¬ 
mester with our 2nd round 
of MAP testing and semes¬ 
ter tests. We jumped right 
back in with the STAR 
Reading Test the first 2 days 
of school. We are also 
working with CSI to pur¬ 
chase the Accelerated Math 
Program and the STAR 
Math test. This will give 
more individually prescrip¬ 
tive math instruction. 

Overall, the students are 
showing improvement 
based on the progress mon¬ 
itoring data that we have 
collected. We are in the 
process of restructuring our 
Life Skills classes to give 
them differentiated instruc¬ 
tion for their specific needs. 
Students will be placed into 
“Reading groups” based on 
the MAP and STAR Read¬ 


ing results. These groups 
will meet at least twice per 
week during Life Skills for 
very specific instruction on 
the reading skills that they 
need to work on mastering. 
Math groups will be devel¬ 
oped in much the same way 
once the reading groups 
have been established. 

CCMS faculty meets twice 
a month after school in Pro¬ 
fessional Learning Clubs. 
We are focusing this se¬ 
mester on Thoughtful Edu¬ 
cation strategies and the 
book Teaching with Poverty 
in Mind. Mrs. Angie 
Gilbert and Mrs. Erin 
Provow will lead our 
Thoughtful Education 
PLCs. In addition, CCMS 
English teachers are sched¬ 
uled to meet and discuss the 
writing process, types of 
writing pieces, and on-de¬ 
mand writing according to 
the newest Kentucky stan¬ 
dards. Program Review 
committees will also meet 
this month to discuss the 
progression of our Program 
Reviews. 

Sadly, we are losing a 
SBDM member. Mr. Justin 
Willis is moving to Texas. 
Though we wish him the 
best of luck, we will miss 
him. The vote for the new 
SBDM member was held 
all day January 10, 2013 at 
the school and until 7:30pm 
at the last home CCMS 
ballgame. 

Superintendent Randy Mc- 
Callon reported on activi¬ 
ties which included 
submitting the District Fa¬ 
cilities Plan to the KY De¬ 
partment of Education, 
submitting a bus grant, par¬ 
ticipating in the new super¬ 
intendent webinar and 
training/meeting activities. 
There was also discussion 
of future needs with regard 
to facilities. McCallon 
thanked the BOE for their 
service and shared with 
them that January 2013 is 
Board Recognition Month 
and he is sending press re¬ 
leases to local newspapers. 

The board approved the 
consent agenda which in¬ 
cluded a draft budget for 
2013-14, non-resident con¬ 
tracts with other school dis¬ 
tricts, KETS Technology 
offer of assistance, school 
calendar for 2013-2014, 
capital fund request, final 
payment to JKS Architects, 
and travel for FBLA and 
cheerleaders. Additionally, 
the Comprehensive District 
Improvement Plan was ap¬ 
proved to meet the February 
1 deadline. The board ad¬ 
journed at 7:40pm.
